Therefore, if the organization
supported a federal candidate in a primary election, it files a 12 day pre-election report prior to that
candidate’s primary election. If the organization made contributions or expenditures in connection with a
federal candidate(s) in the general election, the organization also files the 12 day pre-general election

report.
